STRIKERS RESORT TO VIOLENCE. 


Switches Are Spiked on Western Indiana 
Terminals and Many Trains Biocked. 

Mr. Debs’ strikers commenced acts of law- 
lessness last night by intimidatmg itrainmen, 
spiking switches, and holding trains carrying 
United States mail. : 
Stewart avenue on the Western Indiana termi- 
nals was one of the points selectefi for their 
operations. Here they started about 9 o’cl ock 
by ordering the towerman in charge of the 
switches under threats of violence to leave 
his post. Then they spiked the switches down 
and thus stopped all outgoing passenger as 
wéllasa dozen or more incoming freight 
trains. The Grand Trunk throngh train, 
which left Polk Street Depot at 8:15, luckily 
got past the tower before it was closed. The 
Monon’s Indianapolis train and one Eastern 
lilinois train were stopped at Twenty-ninth 
street. At 11:80 the Monon got through by 
some of.the company officials* and the train 


men, working under police protection, pulling: 


the spikes and opening the switeches. The 
Eastern Illinois train, however, was still there 
at 1 a. m., with good prospects of staying 
until morning. 

Three trains—the Wabash’s Niagara Fails 
limited, the Evansviile express, and the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago—were standing 
loaded with passengers at the Polk street 
depot. Officials said they would not attempt 
to start out until the blockade ac Thirty-first 
street was raised. It was also reported 
at ‘midnight that the § cswitches were 
either spiked or tied down with wire all along 
the line from Twenty-second to Thirty-first 
street. A big-crowd of noisy hoodlums and 


- strike sympathizers stood on the tracks at the 
latter place untila squad of police arrived ;

and their friends separated into groups of 
three and four and stationed themselves along 
the tracks at street crossings for a distance of 
several blocks in each direction, No arrests 
were made.

JUDGE CALDWELL KEADS THE LAW 


He Says Men May Quit if They Desire, but 
Must. Let the Road Alone. 

Itis likely that the Federal court will be 
asked to take cognizance of the boy¢ott and 
strike so far as. the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé road is concerned. Last night 
Judge Caldwell, .whe placed the road 
in the hands of . receivers, and wunder 
whose control the property remains, tel- 
interpretation 
of his powers, which will’ no doubt be read 
with thoughtful interest by every striker. In 
the dispatch Judge Caldwell says the men 
may quit if they desire, but if they interfére 
with the service of the road they will be in 
contempt of court. They must elect whether 
they take their orders from Debs or the court. 
{n full Judge Caldwell’s dispatch is as fol- 
lows: 

WEQUETONSING, Mich., June 28, 1894.-J. W.

eroad, Chicago, Ill.: The men in ‘the employ of

Any or all the employés can quit the -service of 
the court if they desire toda so, but when. they 
do atit they must not inferfere in any 
manner with the property or the operation 
of the road or men employed to take their 
places. .

Six men in 
eharge of Deputy Patrick Casey were sent to 
the passenger yard of the company at Eight- 
eenth street and theother six went to Cor- 
with. Deputy Dan White had charge of the 
Corwith party. ;The deputies were all in- 
structed to arrest anyone interfering with 
the trains or’any property of the company 
while the trains are being made up. 

The great strike that was expected did not 
occur. Only a smalkforce of switchmen em- 
ployed in the freight yardat Corwith quit 
work at 2 o’clock 1n the afternoon.

RAILROADS WILL MAKE A BIG FIGHT. 


J. M, Egan Placed in Control of the Battle 

; with Power to Act. 

The officials of the different railroads enter- 
ing Chicago have thrown down the gauntlet to 
the American Railway Union. and announce 
they will fight the boycott to the end. They 
declare the presegt is as favorable a time as 
any to decide whether thoy are to operate 
their own properties, and, in defending this 
principle, say they neither ask nor give 
quarter. Ata meeting yesterday afternoon 
of the General Managers’ Association. com- 
posed of the executive officers of the terminal 
lines centering here, J. M,: Egan, ex-Presi- 
dent of the ChicagoGreat Western failway, was 
appointed manager and executive officer for 
the association. 
authority in all. matters pertaining to the 
strike and has already taken steps for the 
eniployment of new men to be placed on the 
various roads. Ail. the twenty-one lines 
agreed to pool issues and bear jointly the ex- 
penses arising from _ the strike, whether the 
road is affectei or not. The geriéral offices 
for the trinsaction of business will be on the 
seventh.floor of the Rookery Building. . Mr.. 
Egan took hold’of the work yesterday after- 
noon. 

“ We mean business,” said Mr, Egan in 
discussing the scope of his work.“ “ 
already been employed to go to work, and a 
number will be placed on the Panhandle and 
Baltimore and Ohio roads at 6 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. We will open offices in all the 
large cities and take in men as fast 4s we need 
them. We already have hundreds of applica- 
tions for work, and there are thousands of ‘idle 
men mow in the country who know more or 
less about railroading. 

Pullman Not. Considered. 

‘*Mr. Pullman is not considered in this 
controversy,’ continued Mr. Egan. ‘The 
Managers’ Association takes it that the rail- 
road employés have quit work without griev- 
ance of their own, and broke their contracts 
without notice in the effort to ‘settle an out- 
side trouble. The railways of -the country 
will never submit to the triumph of this prin- 
ciple. We never constiited Mr.° Pullman 
when we decided to protect our interests, and 
Mr. Pullman has never spoken to us: The 
question is independent of him-altogether. A 
differei¢e of opinion on a wage scale existing 


between Mr. Pullman and his employés- 


has nothing to do with the railroads, and 
we refuse to recognize any connection. 
For this reason we are determined to resist 
the dictation of the American Railway Union 
with all our resources. The railroads wili 
never ask or approach Mr. Pullman in regard 
to the settlement of this trouble. Any report 
that a committee had been appointed to wait 
on him is absolutely false.‘ The roads, or 
many of them, cannot be operated, owing to 
contracts, without the Pullman cars, and they 
will be hauled. The fight against the strike is 
to be managed from Chicago. in putting the 
new men to work the regular authorities will 
be asked -to coéperate with tis in the 
protection of the men and the. companies’ 
property. The government will be asked to 
protect those roads in the hands of receivers. 
The Union Pacific, Northern Pacific, and 
Santa Fé will come under the government's 
jurisdic tion.”’ | 

As a result of the action of the Managers’ 
Association 300 men were engaged yesterday 


at Baltimore to take the places of the Chicago 


strikers. Two hundred of the men. claimed 
to have had some experience in railroading. 


“The men accepted at Baltimore were sent out 
* last night for Chicago, together with several

MAY STRIKE AT STOCK-YARDS TODAY. 


Switchmen Decide on a Course that May 
Precipitate Trouble. 

A meeting of switchmen was held last night 
at Forty-eighth street and Center avenue, 
Two hundred were present. The majority 
wéte Stock-Yards: men, but nien from the 
various railroads were present. There was a 
vast amount of speaking. Some of the«talk 
was of an incendiary nature.| One man said 
Pullman ought tv be burned down. - Another 
thought dynamite ought to be used on Pullman 
cars. This talk was due-to whisky, however, 
and evidently wus not ig acedrd with the 
sense of the meeting, the proceedings as a 
whole being tame. An Illinois Central switch. 
man represented the American Railway Union 
and pleaded with the'men to strike. A com- 
mittee of ten was appointed ‘to take action 
and went into secret session. , 

At 12:45 a. m. the conference closed, no 
agreement beimg' reached, but with the proba. 
bility of a strike in the yards this morning. 
The committee announced that the nien had 
agreed to handle no cars coming from roags 
on which a strike had- been declared. 
As ___ the Stock-Yards company has 
no authority for discrimination in the matter, 
being compelled to accept ali consignments, 
this, proposition was rejected by Supt. Fitz- 
gerald and a strike nay. be ordered when the 
first car under the ban is received: 

The situation is serious. Officials of the big 
packing houses are inclined to evade the di- 
rect question, but may be compelled to sus- 
pend business unless the strike is speedily 
settled. Should the strike of a large force of 
railroad men employed in the Stock-Yards 
fail to materialize the packing houses may 
be compelled within a few days to stop kill- 
ing for shipment if the Belt Line continues to

Vice-President Harahan Says the Situation 
Is More :Promising. 

For the Illinois Central Vice-President 

Harahan thinks yesterday's developments 

make the situation more promising. Although 


little of the regular freight has been moved } 


the company Was able yesterday. to send out 
every one of its passenger traitris and to keep 
its suburban express service practically in- 
tact throughout the day. Only once 
was there any really serious . obstruc- 
tion to the-“Illinois Central suburban 
trains, and that was when, at 1:30 p: m., the 
suburban firemen weént-on’ strike. Why they 
did it they seem hardly té6 know themselves, 
and thirty minutes later,after talking the 
matter over, they went back'to work. Some 
few engineers quit during ‘the day, but.in 
every instance the company was prepared and 
was able to send out itstrains. The company 
has sent out notice saying. it cannot accept 
any more freight, as it is having 
trouble:..enough with that which is already 
tracks. The pride of the Iili- 
nois Central is its suburban service, and this, 
it says, it will keep running “ if it breaks the 
company.” The plan of action, as outlined 
for the Illinois Central, is to conduct all its 
service between dawn. and sunset, This 
move is to frustrate any plan any one might 
entertain of ditching its trains. No Illinois 
Central suburban train was run after dark 
last night, though the service will be resumed 
at 4 a.m, today. Slowly but surely the com- 
pany is filling the places of its:striking em- 
ployés,.and is furnishing them thorough prfo- 
tection during the day. 

At 4:20 a. m. train No. 62,. consisting of 
eighteen cars of stock, destined for the Union 
Stock- Yards, was sidetracked at Grand Cross-

TRAINS BLOCKED ‘AT UNION DEPOT. 


Men in the Switch Towers Quit, Leaving 
Cars in a Bid Tangle. 

There was a.crowd of at least 6,000 people 

anxiously waiting for trains at the Union 

Depot. on Canal street at 5 o’clock last even- 


ple livmg in suburbaalong the lines of the 
Burlington, the Chicago and Alton, the St. 
Paul, and the Pennsyivania railroads. The 
switch yards leading from this depot were 
packed with trains as far down as Sixteenth 
street, and it looked as if it would take at, 
least a week to get them out of the tangle. 
There were trains from New York, Ohio, St. 
Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, and from the 
scores of suburban stations along the lines of 
the roads leading out of the depot waiting to 
be admitted or waiting to be let out. At:3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon the men’ em- 
ployed in the switch towers operating all the 
switches leading inta the Union Depot quit 
work, It wag then that the confusion be- 
gan. This action on the part of the 


railroads, as they.were not prepared to meet 
the emergency, and from that hour on the 
operations of the incoming and outgoing trains 
became next to impogsible. This was .espe- 
cially true of all the roads leaving the depot 
at the south entrance. In the switch tower at 
Van: Buren street, which controls all the 
tracks leaving the depot southward, there are 
at least-100 levers, each operating a switch, 
so that for a man unacquainted with the busi- 
bess to-attemptto let a train in or out wouid 
te almost an impossible task. Inorder toget 
a train in without being run off ‘the track cer- 
tain combinations of ‘levers have to be 
worked, and to strike the right combination is 
almost as difficult as to open a burglar-proof 


safe, : 
Officials in the Switch Tower. 


Within fifteen minutes after the men had 
quit their work General Superintendent J. D. 
Besler of the Burlington, ‘Charles D. Law, 
Division Superintendent of the Pennsylvania ; 
T. M. Glenn, station master, and half a dozen 
clerks from the various railway offices were 
in the tower. The New York express on the 
Pennsyivania was due to leave in fifteen 
minutes. |Nearly all the passengers were on 
board, but the engine, with baggage and ex- 
press cars, was on a sidetrack, The rail- 
way officials and clerks at once touk 
their » coats and after working 
vigorously for half an hour succeeded 
in gettmmg the engine from the side track. 
But in order to bring it baek to the train-a 
dozen or more switches had to be crossed and 
for each one certain combinations of the 
hundred levers before them had to be worked.

GRIP ON THE TRUST. 


DISTILLERS MUST PAY THE EXTRA 
TAX AT ONOE. 


Senater Aldrich’s Amendment.to Make the 
Bill Imposing Revenue on Spirits Ef- 
fective on Its Passage Is Passed=Over 
$3,000,000 Will Be Saved to the Gov- 
ernment=Hoar’s Filibustering Opposed 
by Republicans—Democrats Are Dis- 
gusted with MacVeagh’s Noniination. 

Wasuineton, D. C.; June 28.—[Special. ]— 

In the closing hour of the Senate tonight the 

most important action on the new liquor tax 

was taken in so quiet a manner that but few 
persons realized what had been done, Sen- 


ator Aldrich offered: an amendment to the 


bill providing that the new tax of $1.10 per 
gallon should take effect imimediately on the 
passage of the bill and not two months later 
as provided by the committee. This will 
make a difference to the distillers and the 
trust of at least $3,000,000. to say nothing 
of the sixty days additional time in which to 
raise funds-to purchase about all the whisky 
now in bond, in anticipation of raising the 
tax 20 cents per. gallon. Senator Al- 
drich had previously shown that the 
average monthly production of whisky 
in this country was 4.000.000 gallons. By 
doubling their production, which would be 
comparatively an, easy matter, the distillers 
could makean output of 16,000,000 gal- 
lons in the sixty days. allowed them by law 
before the tax went into effect, which would 
net them at 20 cents a gallon $3,200,000. 
Senator Léndsay of Kentucky, speaking for 


the distillers of his section, said they were en- . 


tirely willing to have the tax take effect at 
once, Aldrich’s amendment was .put toa 
vote soon alter this and agreed to without a 
division, the Democrats thus verifying the 
pfedictions made in these dispatches some 
time ago that this gratuity to the trust would 
have to be abandoned in deference to public 


opinion so strongly expressed on the subject,

The vote in the Senate on the whisky tax, 
with the eiception noted of the date, was 
quite as much:a triumph for the committee 
as that on the income tax. So far as the gen- 
eral provisions of the new whisky tax go. the 
Republicans were unable to secure. conces- 
sions. Yet there was an abundance of ma- 
terial brought out in the debate to. show the 
objéct.of the Democratic managers in cot- 
structing this part of the revenue. bill, The 
tax at present is 90 cents per gallon. The 
billas it came from the House made it $1. 
The Financé committee, however, went the 
House ten better and made the tax $1.10, 
thus inaking.an advance in the tax of 20 cents 
per gallon, Senator Blackburn, “representing 
the chief distilling State in the country, de- 
clured that the distillers did not care to have 
an increased tax and would be satistied with 
$1 or even 90 cents. 

During the discussion of the whisky tax in 
the Senate today there was a relief to ‘the 
monotony of the proceedings by the defense 
of Senator Palmer of the whisky product of 
Illinois. Senator Lindsay of Kentucky was 
in the midst of a most polished flow of lan- 
guage toshow that whis less than ‘three 
years old was not fit for use, when the Illinois 
Senator rose to interrupt the Kentuckian. 
‘*T want to putin a good word, for Lilinois 
whisky,’’ said Senator Palmer, * and par- 
ticularly as I see the senior Senator from my 
State sitting quietly in his chair. There is no 


bad whisky made in Illinois, and my; people, ; 


irrespective of politica, will indorse ttfis senti- 
ment.”” There was a good-natured laugh all 
over the Senate chamber at this interruption, 


and even Senator Hoar beamed serenely upon .

Senator,.Sherman was authority for the 
statement*that today there are at least 200,- 
000,000 gallons of whisky in bond, and he 
predicted from his experience at the head of

whisky for two years to come would be pro- 
vided for, Yet the tax on the whole amount 
would be paid.only at the present rates and 
the government would not gain a’ dollar by 
the transaction. On the basis of the figures 
submitted by Senator Sherman it will be 
seen that this means a gift to the whisky in- 
terests of about $40,000,000, which is a 


comfortable and companionable little figure 


to be placed alongside the bonus to be given 
to the sugar trust. The debate on the whisky 
tax was the thing which brought ‘from 
hig apparent state of: coma Senator 
Voorhees of Indiana, who fell into temporary 
uncunsciousness apparently when the Demo- 
cratic manugers in the Senate took the tariff 
bill out of his hands and made him play sec- 
ond fiddle to younger and much less musical 
Senators. Mr. Voorhees broke his long 
silence by announcing that the Democrats 
fully expected to create by means of,- the 
liquor tax asurplus of $40,000,000. Sena. 
tor Aldrich, however, estimated that the sur- 
plus would be $100,000,000, and the indica- 
tions are that he Knew what he was talking 
about. Senator Voorhees’ statement-was to 
the effect that the Democrats proposed to 
create asurplus by means of unusual taxes 
on sugar, whisky, and incomes. They. carried 
through the whisky tax without any change 
in its figures,and they propose’to insist on 
the last pound of flesh on sugar and incomes 
so far ag the matter of revenue is concerned.

NORTHERN PACIFIC AGAIN IN COURT. 


This Time the Federal Court Will Pass 

Upon Centemplated Traffic Contracts. 

MiLwavuKEE, Wis., June 28.—[Special.]— 
There is to be another long inquiry before a 
master in the Northern Pacific case, this time 
to determine whether or not it is for the inter- 
est of the trust estate to fave the Northern 
Pacific receivers make certain traffic con- 
tracts with the receivers of the branch lives. 
A petition for permission to make the con- 
tracts was presented to Judge Seaman, who 
is sitting in Judge Jenkins’ stead, some days 
ago, and there was a hearing on it at Osh- 
kosh. Jaines G. Flanders, representing the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, opposed 
it. he Seaman referred it to Alfred L,.

INCOME TAX ETS OWN. 


DEMOORAOY ADOPTS IT BY A PRO- 
NOUNCED MAJORITY. 


In the Senate the Measure Is Passed in the 
Committee of the Whole by a Vote of 
40 to 24—Three Populists. and a Few 
Recreant Republicans from the Western 
States and the Bourbons—Hill’s Hard 
Fight Unavailing—His Only Victory Due 
te a Jeke. 


Wasutneton, D. C., June 28.—[Special.]— 
The income tax has been adopted by the 
Democratic party, assisted by three Populists 
and a few Republican Senators from the far 
Western States. It was passed in committee. 
of the Whole in the Senate by a vote.of 40 to 
24. This settles the provision of the new re- 
venue law against which there was the most 
decided opposition and which it was generally 
felt would subject the party to unfavorable 
criticism, especially in the North and East, 
and possibly alienate from it financial in- 
terests whose assistance has frequently been 
of the greatest value in national and State 
elections, The bill passed the Senate by an 
absolutely overwhelming majority. The 
Democrats held their lines practically intact, 
only Seaators Hill and Murphy of New York 
— Smith of New Jersey voting against the 

ill, 

On the other hand it was significant that 
the far West Senators—those who have come 
most in contact with free. silver and Popu- 
listic ideas—deserted their party and voted 
for the tax. Senators Hansbrough of North 
Dakota, Mitchell . of Oregon, Pettigrew of 
South Dakota, Power of Mongana, Shoup of 
Idaho, and Teller of Colorado} deserted their 
party and voted for the Populistic tax. The 
two Nevada Senators, Jones and Stewart, 
were absent and not paired, but it is under- 
stood they would have voted for the tax had 
they heen present. The same thing is proba- 
bly true of Senator Wolcott of Colorado, 
These three together with Senator Pugh of 


» Alabama, who might have voted had the pairs 


been properly arranged, would have made 
the “vote for the tax 44 to 24, or a clean 
majority of 20 out of a total vote of 64. 
Had the nine Republicans mentioned, voted 
with their party and Pugh recorded his vote 
with his party the tax would still have been 
carried by a vote of 35 to 33. 


Ends Fight on Income Tax. 


This practically ends ‘the fight on income 
tax, and if the revenue' bill goes through as a 
whole it will contain the income tax pro- 
visions substantially as they are now. The 
fight on this part of the bill has been more 
determined and comprehensive than on any 
other sections, and yet it will be seen that the 
income tax has been but little softened in its 
obnoxious application tothe people at large. 
The Democrats were unwilling to make any 
concessions except those already reported re- 
lating to savings banks, building associations, 
and mutual insuranee societies. The obnox- 
ious Sec. 66, which permits the examination 
of the books of every company and corpora- 
tion.in the United States, was modified in a 
purely technical way, Under this modifica- 
tion Collectors of Intergal Revenue who de- 
sire to examine into the private books of any 
concern may do so by simply stretching their 
consciences to the extent of making an affida- 
vit of their belief that true returns have not 
been made. The power granted to these Col- 
lectors remains simply enormous in spite of 
the airing which was given to this provision 
on the floor of the Senate. 

Senator Hill’s fight against the income tax 
has been the effort of. his life in spite of the 
fact that so far as the votes are concerned it 
was a miserable failure.;: He has. come into 
the Senate every day for the last week with 
his pockets loaded down with amendments 
covering every possible contingency and thus 
putting the Democrats on record on every 
phase and feature of the income tax. - This 
will have a good effect in one direction, as it 
will prevent their crawhng out of any of the 
numerous holes in thé bill by saying that 
their attention had not beencalled to its man- 
ifold defects: Senator Hill.comes out of the 
battle in spite of his apparent defeat covered 
with glory. Almost alt of the Eastern and 
Northern Democrats were with him in spirit, 
and while they aided with the decision of 
their party caucus to support the bill, income 
tax and all, in private they admit they were 
in hearty sympathy with Hill’s position and 
that his argument has been practicably un- 
answerable. The Democratic’ majority have 
a solid support from the three Pupulists in 
the Senate as well as in the Republican Sen- 
ators with populistic tendencies. There is no 
reason to believe they will lose this support 
when the revenue bill is reported to the Sev- 
ate. and that. if the tariff bill asa whole be- 
comes alaw the income tax feature will be 
aimost word for word as it now stands. 


Hill's Joke Helps Cleveland. 


It is a curious fact that the only real victory 
which Senator Hill achieved in his fight on 
the income tax was a result of one of his 
saturnine jokes. This was the exemption of 
the salary of the President of the United 
States from the operations of the tax. Hill 
proposed this without the slighest idea that 
it would: be adopted, but Senator Vest ac- 
cepted the amendment at the time and it still 
stands’ as a part of the bill. Just Why the

NEW SUGAR SCHEDULE IN SHAPE. 


It Meets with Approval from All Demo- 
crats Save Blanchard. | 

Wasuincron, D.C., June 28.—The amended 

sugar schedule, which ‘will probably be of- 


fered when the tariff bill is taken’ up in the. 


Senate, was put into shape by Senator Jones 
today. It was accepted by all to whom it was 
shown except Senator Blanchard, The amend- 
ment as prepared changes the date when the 
sugér schedule shall go into effect from 
the, Ist of January to the time of the 
paséage of the bill, and provides for 
# edntinuation of part of the bounty for the 
present year, giving nine-tentlis of a cent 
bodkty per pound on sugar testing about 90° 
by the polariscope and eight-tenths on sugar 
testing below 90° and above 80°, The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is also authorized to re- 
frain from imposing the additional duty of 
one-tenth of a cent upon sugar imported from 
countries paying an export bounty where it 
is demonstrated to his satisfaction that 
the producer has not received the 
bounty. Senatur Blanchard’s objection

EILL ON THE INCOME TAX. 

Senator Hill made a telling point against 
Democratic advocacy of an income tax by 
claiming that the party has given no author- 
ity for it, 
ment that “they deliberately set out, not to 
redeem Democratic promises, but to fulfill 
those of a third party at whatever risk and at 
whatever sacrifice.” He described the case- 
correctly. The measure is a Populist one, not 
Democratic. There is nothing in the plat- 

| form:of the national convention of two years 
ago, nor of any previous one, that indicated 
any idea of recommending an income tax as 
a Democratic measure. On the contrary all 
the declarations of the party in regard to the 
measures taken for providing revenues ‘to 
meet the cost of the war of. the rebellion 
pointed to the conclusion that an income tax 
measure would be one of the last:to receive 
Democratic support. 

The citizen whois suffermmg from the ill. 
advised efforts of the party in power to “ re- 
form the tariff’’ well may question the value 
of the advice by Senator Hill that Congress 
ought to carry out the pledges already made 
instead of attempting to formulate new doc- 
irines to which it has not been |committed. 
But he stands on undebatable ground in pro- 
testing against the repudiation of the promises 
of the Democratic party in order-to adopt and 
carry out the promises of the Populist party. 
And he struck a hard blow at his associates in 
asking if it could be possible that their well- 
known anxiety to retain the incame tax pro- 
vision in the bill had led them to postpone the 
date for the operation of the sugur.tax in order 
that there might be\created an apparent great- 
er necessity for the imposition of the income 
tax. 

The apparently unalterabie ddtermination 
of the Democratic majority in the Senate 
that an income tax shall be imposed admits 
of but one reasonable explanation.

NO INSTRUCTIONS FOR SENATOR. 

In 1890 the Democrats nominated Palmer 
in State convention for Senator. That was not 
bad politics at the time, for he was the unan- 
imous choice of the party from Chicago to 
Cairo, much as Lincoln was of the Republic- 
ans when they nominated him for Senator in 
1858.

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THE ADMISSION OF NEW MEXICO. 

The bill for the admission of New Mexico 
as a State has passedthe House. After twenty 
years of effort this outrage has again been 
perpetrated in’ one branch of Congress. - It 
is a bill for the admission of a Territory 
which has not the requisite population to 
entitle it to become a State; which has not 
the resources tu enable it to maintain the 
conditions of Statehood; and which is in 
habited by illiterate Indians and Greasers 
who know. nothing of the institutions of this 
country, and by a handtul of Americans. 
Over two-thirds of its inhabitants cannot 
speak, read, or writa the English language, 
The ballots 
used in elections are printed in Spanish be- 
cause those who can read at ail cannot read 
them in English. The English language is 
not even taught in most of the public, schools. 
In every court the presence 2f interpreters is 
necessary in order that litigants and juries 
may know what is going on. In the face of 
all this the bill was passed as it came from 
the hands of a committee of which a South- 
ern ex-Confederate General is Chairman. 
The reasonable amendment providing: that 
English should be taught in the schools was 
refused by the unpatriotic majority. The 
bill. was rushed through without any change, 
and.the House thus declared its willingness 
that the: ignorant, superstitious, mongrel 
population of New Mexico, speaking a foreign 
language, ignorant of republican institutions, 
unfitted in every way for Statehood, should 
have all the advantages and privileges’ of 
Statehood; should balance Illinois in the 
Senate, should have the same voting power 
for President. as Illinois when a contest is 
thrown into Congress, 

The bill will now go to the Senate, If that 
body has any sense of duty or propriety it 
will not consent to its admission except after 
union with Ariapna, thus securing at least a 
modicum-of American population to compete 
with Greasers and Aztec Indians in administer- 
ing the State. The least that the Senate can 
do is todemand that the American language 
shall be taught in all the publie schéols in- 
stead of a foreign tongue, so that the coming 
generation may know something of the 
language in which all the affairs of this coun- 
try are conducted, and that the present grose 
and stolid illiteracy may be:modified. The 
inhabitants should be educated in English, 
not Spanish or Aztec, 
glish, not Spanish or Aztec ballots. They 
should have at least some outward appear- 
ance of being Americans or they should be 
keptin their present territorial conditions until 
they have progressed a little. 
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THs’ Federal revenues ‘for the fiscal year 
now closing will foot up a total of abovt 294 
million dollars, against 387-¢nillions for the 
fiscal year ending twelve months ago, being a 
loss of 93 millions of dollars. This isa re. 
duction of 24 per cent, which is just about 
equal to the falling off in the volume of gen- 
eral business in the country, so that the one is 
arefiex andsampleof the other. And itis 
lamentably interesting to notice that this re- 
duction of 24 per cent is not far from being 
equal to the reduction of protection outlined in 
the new Democratic tariff bill, if the-sugar item 
be omitted, ‘and'it is not proposed to make any 
collections on that for the next six months, 
but to let Havemeyer’s Democratic trust col- 
lect-it.
